In his report un. the mde of Hyoxe for 
the year 1891 Mr. Qousul Ensim gives some 
interesting particulars concerning one of the 
uumerous: new exports Japaneio indostry 
and ingenuity ara developing. We refer to 
the matting trade. Tha Japanenc made fine 
floor matting tong beforn the country was 
apened to foreign trade, but not until quite 
recently have they [aid themselves cut to 
produce an. article that could find a general 
sale abroad. ‘The matting formerly made wis 
too fine and comparatively expensive to meet, 
Junygeneraldemand. Bui the Japunese are 
practical people, and seeing that the cheap 
matting made in Canton has st large-ealé in 
the United States. they ‘have get t work to 
produce something that will compete with 
it, The result is the production of an ar- 
ticle superior in finish and pattern to the 
Chinese matting at a little greater . cost. 
Mr. Ewattn says that the export for 1891 
wes nearly double that of the previous year, 
: and the démand from foreign couatriés is re- 
ported to be largely in excess of the present 
\ production. The export has gtown gradually
